Interim  orderi 
of  that  nature  have  a habit  of  sticking, 
and  user.<i  of  the  service  have  little  reason 
to  hope  that  concessions  will  be  restored 
when  the  commission  has  fully  analyzed 
the  company’s  case.  . 

No  doubt  the  tribunal  was  offered  con- 
vlncmg  reasons  why  an  increase  in  fares 
was  warranted.  No  doubt  the  company 
was  able  to  show  that  in  Vancouver  as 
elsewhere  on  the  continent  shortened  houri 
of  work,  coupled  with  rising  wages  and 
other  costa,  make  public  transportation  a 
losing  proposition  unless  fares  are  allowed 
to  go  up  too. 

Nevertheless  the  law  of  diminishing  re- 
turn* operates  in  public  utility  services  as 
much  as  in  any  other  business.  As  fares 
continue  to  rise  there  comes  a time  when 
the  user  cuts  down  his  dally  trips.  If  he 


town.  If  he  lives  within  reasonable  dis- 
tance of  his  work  he  may  walk  one  way  or 
both.  If  walking  is  not  practicable,  he  may 
enter  Into  a share-the-ride  arrangement 
with  neighbors. 

An  example  of  this  public  resistance  is  to 
be  found  In  Calgary,  where  the  basic  fare 
was  increased  last  May  from  eight  tickets 
for  50  cents  to  seven.  In  June  the  number 
of  passengers  fell  off  compared  with  the 
corresponding  month  In  1948.  and  the  re- 
sult was  a worse  financial  showing,  despite 
the  higher  fare  Toronto,  on  the  other 
hand,  has  retained  Its  four-for-a-quarter 
tickets,  yet  is  able  to  put  away  substantial 
reserves  and  , to  embark  on  large  capital 
projects  out  of  profits. 

T^e  company,  and  the  commission, 
should  give  thought  to  the  evidence  con- 
tained In  these  two  cases.  Factors  may 
not  be  Identical  in  Toronto  and  Vancouver, 
but  Toronto  at  least  has  demonstrated  that 
volume  of  business  pays  off  In  the  long  run.

CERTAIN  sections  of  organized  labor  Workers  i 
on  this  continent  appear  in  a fair  way  recently,  c 


to  pricing  themselve.s  out  of  Jobs.  That 
jfcould  be  a poor  bargain  In  the  long  -run. 
while  in  the  immediate  present  11  would 
arid  to  the  handicap  which  Iab»ir  is  seek- 
ing to  overcome.  What  ha.s  been  character- 
ized as  the  fourth-round  of  labor  demands 
has  been  fairly  generally  in  evidence  as 
living  costs  rise,  but  this  time  it  is  meeting 
with  conditions  which  have  altered  con- 
siderably since  twelve  months  ago.  In 
Canada,  for  instance,  export  market  open- 
ings have  dwindled  sharply,  with  severe 
repercussions  upon  the  economy  of  the 
country  as  a whole  and  on  every  business 
m It 

Sometimes  those  who  speak  for  labor  do 
not  seem  entirely  sincere.  The  generally 
given  excuse  of  high  profits — even  aft?r 
these  profits  have  disappeared — does  not 
square  with  the  refu.sal  of  some  workers  to 
participate  In  share-the-proflt  schemes. 


Workers  in  one  plant  won  their  demands 
recently,  only  to  find  that  the  added  labor 
costs  made  their  employment  Impossible 
and  that  the  plant  would  have  to  be  closed. 
For  one  plant  so  cto.sed  there  are  many 
which  have  been  priced  out  of  the  competi- 
tive field  and  into  hard  times.  So  here, 
too.  the  law  of  diminishing  returns  Is  be- 
ginning to  make  Itself  felt  critically. 

Canada  is  particularly  sensitive  to  ex- 
ports. If  for  any  reason  the  worjd  as  a 
whole  will  take  less  Canadian  goods,  the 
result  is  felt  in  every  comer  of  this  country. 
British  Columbia  has  seen  several  main- 
line exports  hit  in  the  last  few  months, 
and  the  replacement  of  those  markets  by 
others  will  not  be  either  a quick  or  an  easy 
task.  If  Shere  ever  was  a day  when  labor 
had  much  to  gain  by  sincere  and  earnest  co- 
operation It  Is  the  present  and  the  imme- 
diate period  of  the  future  Higher  wages 
mean  little  w'hen  there  are  fewer  Jobs. 


Parific  Great  Pastern  Extension 


Extension  of  the  pacific  Oreat  East- 
»*rn  Railway  by  British  Columbia,  the 
core  of  the  Coalition  Government’s  de- 
velopment program,  will  be  a formidable 
task  If  this  Province  Is  loft  to  do  it  without 
help  from  the  tran.vontinental  railways 
and  with  only  meagre  assistance  from  the 
Dominion  Government.  The  second  clear- 
ing and  grading  contract,  for  instance, 
would  absorb  almost  the  whole  of  the  Fed- 
eral grnnt-in  aid  that  has  been  pledged  on 
liehalf  of  the  new  Parliament.  This  initial 
work  on  only  the  first  two  sections  of  the 
railway  north  of  Quesnel  will  require  some 
$1,750,000.  while  there  will  be  still  50  miles 
to  go.  steel  to  lay.  bridges  to  build,  and 
much  el.se  to  be  done  before  the  new  P G E 
will  go  anv'where 

The  Dominion  should  re-examine  the 
undertaking  to  which  this  Province  Is  coVa- 
mltted  to  see  If  Its  token  pledge  cannot  be 


increased  Into  something  more  practicable. 
The  $1,250,000  In  the  Federal  grant  will 
barely  cover  the  second  grading  contract, 
and  there  is  a lot  of  railway  yet  to  be  built 
before  Prince  George  Is  reached.  Federal 
assistance  to  other  railway  proj^ts  In 
Canada  has  been  on  a much  larger  scale, 
when  economically  those  projects  at  times 
did  not  have  the  same  opp>ortunltles  to 
offer  as  does  the  northwest  rail  link  in 
British  Columbia.  Moreover,  the  Canadian 
National  Railways  stands  to  gain  directly 
in  what  Is  being  done. 

After  all  of  the  new  line  has  been  cleared 
and  graded,  bridged  and  trestled,  culverted 
and  drained,  there  will  remain  the  onerous 
task  of  laying  steel  Tills  may  Involve  the 
re-steellng  of  certain  sections  of  the  original 
line.  If  the  standard  Is  to  be  made  uniform. 
One  way  with  another,  the  token  grant 
seems  very  little  help  to  British  Columbia.

Hongkong  Tommy

HONOKONO.— For  several  months. 

newspapers  throughout  the 
world  have  been  pubhahlng  brief  an* 
nouncamenU  of  the  arrival  in  Hong- 
kong of  addlUonal  troops  to  reinforce 
the  British  army  garrison  here. 

In  a world  that  has  been  afflicted 
with  hot  and  cold  wars  for  years, 
reports  of  troop  movements  have  be- 
come routine  and  perhaps  can  be  dis- 
missed in  a few  Uhea  of  type. 

But  to  the  perspiring.  mo.squito- 
swaliing  BriUab  Tommies  and  thetr 
officers  who  are  Urtng  tn  tun  baxed 
ad|||g)ften  raln-^enched  tenia  and 
in  the  rug^W  back  hills  of  the 
new  territories  that  are  part  of  the 
colony  of  Hongkong,  life  Is  anything 
but  routine. 

Their  perpetual  war  of  nerves  is 
speculating  whether  — after  the  ex- 
pected fall  of  nearby  Canton— they 
arc  to  be  attacked  by  a power-hungry 
enemy  that  may  decide  on  external 
adventure  as  an  escape  from  Internal 
pressures,  or  whether  they  must  sweat 
out  long  years  of  armed  readiness 
while  the  Chinese  Communists  merely 
test  their  muscles,  make  faces  and 
keep  Hongkong  in  a state  of  constant 
tension. 

e e e 

Unteu  there  is  some  radical  change 
shortly  In  the  mlUlary  altuation  in 
this  area,  the  Hongkong  garrison  is 
scheduled  to  total  approximately 
20,000  men.  This  figure  does  nol  in- 
clude the  Royal  Air  Force  and  Royal 
Navy  units  that  could  be  assigned  here 
swiftly  should  the  netd  arise 
Ueut.  Oen  F.  W Fesilng.  command- 
ing gencral-ln-chief.  is  the  over-all 
defence  commander  in  charge  of  all 
the  British  forces  In  the  Hongkong 
command.  The  six-foot  four-inch 
general  has  slated  that  the  precau- 
tions being  taken  here  arc  for  the 
protection  of  the  population  and 
British  inlcrcsts. 

Most  of  General  Festing's  troops,  of 
whom  about  00  per  cent  are  veterans 
of  the  World  War.  are  quartered  In 
tents  In  the  new  territories.  This  area, 
covering  SOO  square  mites,  extends  In- 
land from  Kowloon  Peninsula  'The 
peninsula  is  the  terminus  of  the  Kow- 
loon-Canton  Railway  and  U the  site  of 
Kal  Tak  Airport,  where  plane.i  prac- 
tl(xiiry  scrape  the  hilltops  as  they  come 
in  to  land.  Kowloon  Peninsula  U 
opposite  the  Island  of  Hongkorq, 
which  la  only  11  miles  long  and  frear 
twQ  to  five  miles  wide 
Except  for  some  fruits  and  vege- 
toblss  that  are  purebaskd  locally, 
prmeUoally  all  the  food  eoniumsd  by 
ths  troops  stationed  In  ths  new  terri- 
tories has  to  be  trucked  from  the 
harbor.  These  food  supplies,  as  well 
aa  fuel  and  other  military  require- 
ments. are  all  Imported  Into  the  colony 
of  Hongkong  and  Indicate  how  de- 
pendent It  U on  outside  eourres  for 
its  survival. 

There  are  no  fortifleaUons  on  ths 
17-mlle  border  separating  the  new 
territories  from  the  Chinese  mainland 
In  the  words  of  an  army  spokesman, 
the  chief  fortification  of  tl)e  Hongkong 
colony  is  that  recent  enlargement  of 
the  garrison,  which  has  been  accom- 
panied by  thlpmcnts  of  tanks,  ar- 
mored cars,  artolery.  flame  Ihrowers 
and  automaUc  weapons.

In  spite  of  the  severe  discomforts  of 
soldlsrlng  in  ths  tropics,  the  uncer- 
tainty of  their  assignment  and  their 
meagre  rKreatlonal  facilities,  the 
morale  of  the  troopa  is  remarksbls.  At 
a csjnp  of  the  support  oompany  of  a 
battalion  of  the  R^al  Leicestershire 
Regiment,  the  soldiers  are  building  a 
huge  replica  bf  their  insignia  on  a 
hillside.  The  emblem  Is  being  fash- 
ioned frmn  gUsUnlng  beer  cans  that 
areahoved  Into^he  soil 
In  addition  to  the  military  garrison, 
Hongkong  is  building  ■ defence  fm-ce 
eotnpoaed  of  resident  volunteers  of  any 
nalionallly.

L.  T Ryde,  vice-chancellor  of 
Hongkong  University  and  command- 
ant of  the  Hongkong  defence  force 
has  stated  that  the  organtxatton  ‘is 
not  designed  to  be  directed  agsinsi 
any  one  tn  IhirllEtUkr  nor  to  resist 
any  one  possible  aggreseor 

is  a resDonslble  govemment’i 
answer  to  one  of  the  problems  that 
oonfronU  all  governments— how  best 
can  we  organist  our  manpower  to 
supplement  our  civil  and  armed 
forces.*'  Col.  Ryde  said.  'We  shall 
defend  this  colony  against  all  comers."

Curious  Figures  on  Steel

V t€W  YORK.— Three  years  ago.  this 
1 > column  had  a good  deal  to  say 
about  a group  of  ecomimlc  researchers 
knoam  as  the  Robert  B.  Nathan  Aaso- 
eialcs.  Tlte  head  of  this  organUailon 
is  Robert  R Nathan.  wellTJtnowu  New 
Deal  econumist  of  a few  years  back 
Three  years  ago  the  associates  tried 
Co  prove  that  union  labor  could  be 
given  some  2Z  cents  to  35  cents  an 
hour  increase  In  wages  a'lihoul  in- 
creasing prices  These  figures  were 
widely  used  in  the  subsequent  drives 
for  higher  wages.  WeU.  the  increases 
came  Uirough  all  rl^iht,  but  every  Am- 
erican knows  what  happened  to  prices. 

Now  the  Nathan  people  are  more 
cautious.  Tliey  tell  even  the  C.I.O. 
that  wage  Increases  are  not  possible 
everywhere,  but  that*  if  "expanding 
markets"  can  be  produced,  selective 
wage  Increases  can  be  given  without 
endangering  the  price  level  This 
would  seem  to  the  layman  like  saying 
that,  while  wage  Increases  are  nol  pos- 
sible now.  they  would  be  if  there  were 
more  business,  more  profits  and  more 
money  for  wages  The  fact  is  that 
markets  are  not  expanding,  and  U will 
take  more  than  the  wishes  of  a lew 
tconomlsU  to  make  them  expand.

In  a new  resort.  butlres.sed  by  an 
elaborate  set  of  figures,  the  Nathan 
Associates  review  that  old  whipping 
boy  of  labor  and  the  New  peal,  the 
steel  industry,  and  conclude  in  a head- 
line that  "profiti  show  phenomenal 
rise  in  postwar  years  ’'  This  report, 
has  apparently  been  made  for  consid- 
eration in  current  bargaining  in  the 
steel  Industry.  It  is  quite  evident  that 
the  conclusion  is  that  vyry  substantial 
wage  Increases  can  be  made  without 
endangering  the  companies  and  with- 
out raising  steel  prices. 


If  these  figures  and  conclusions  are 
accepted  by  the  President’s  mediation 
board,  which  was  appointed  in  by- 
passing the  Tafi-Hartley  Ad.  we  may 
expect  a decision  favorable  to  the 
CJ.O  and  another  inflationary  shot  in 
the  arm. 

The  report  tries  to  show  that  reduc- 
tion In  the  prices  of  the  materials  used 
by  the  industry  during  the  past  six 
months  would.'  eveu  with  operi^onx  at 
70  per  cent  of  capacity.  Justify  an  in- 
crease in  wages  of  30  cents  an  hour 
'This  assumption,  however,  is  not.,  a 
valid  JustifleaUon  for  higher  wages, 
because  apparently  since  the  Nathan 
rapocL  was  written  there  has  been  a 
stiffening  in  the  taw  materials  In 
question,  which  would  not  Justify  the 
wage  increase. 

Another  exciting  part  of  the  Nathin 
report  is  capeclally  misleading.  It  says 
that,  In  terms  of  prices  In  1039,  the 
return  uTthe  steel  worker  last  year 
wax  100  per  cent  and  to  the  investor, 
200  per  cent.  The  trouble  with  this  sort 
of  comparison  is  that  rtplaeemente 
must  be  paid  from  so-called  profits 
and  that  a mill  costing  $1,000,000  in 
iOSB  would  cost  twice  as  much  today.' 
The  ahareholder.  therefore,  gets  no 
more  of  an  Increase  than  the  worker, 
which  of  course  explains  the  low  divi- 
dend rate  of  the  industry  in  a period 
of  high  business  activity. 

* * * 

If,  as  is  quite  possible,  the  Truman 
AdminlslraUon  takes  such  figures  ax 
these  as  a basis  of  argument.  It  will 
have  to  deny  the  validity  of  lit  argu- 
ment of  a few  months  ago.  when  It 
threatened  the  industry  with  govern- 
ment competlUon  if  it  did  not  expand 
Its  plant.  It  claimed  then  that  the 
industry  was  not  turning  out  enough 
steel.  Now  It  may  complain  that  the 
money  spent  or  to  be  epent  for  expan- 
sion should  be  paid  out  in  wages

ANOTHEat  tourist  season  is  hustling 
to  Its  close,  and  from  the  Europe- 
most  tip  of  Newfoundland  to  the 
corner  of  the  Queen  Charlotte  Islands 
nearest  Asia  -which  is  now  Uie  way  to 
think  of  "a  man  usque  ad  mare" — Ca- 
' nadlanx  have  to  take  slock  of  this, 
thetr  half  billion  dollar  a year  industry. 
Nearly  ail  of  it  good  foreign  money, 
cash.  And  for  it.  the  spender  seems  to 
take  nothing  out  but  a few  xnapaiiotj, 
some  sun  tan  and  one*  day's  catch  of 
fish. 

But  as  a rule,  you  don't  get  anything 
for  nothing  And  the  larger  llis 
tourist  Income,  the  shrewder  should 
be  the  eye  Canadians  turn  on  this 
apparent  gold  mine.  In  response  to 
this  outpouring  of  millions,  govern- 
ments everywhere,  civic,  country,  pro- 
vtoeial  and  federal.  Insofar  as  tl  is 
Involved,  are  building  highways.  If 
tourists  want  to  travel,  distributing 
largesse  along  their  path,  the  least  we 
can  do  is  provide  them  plenty  of  paths 
In  most  parts  of  Canada,  the  moat 
Important  thing  a highway  does  is  to 
make  mere  city  suburbs  of  the  wilder- 
ness places  the  tourist  seeks  out.  Not 
merely  does  the  highway  make  H pos- 
sible for  the  tourlxt  to  get  there,  but 
trucks  get  there  too.  bringing  git  tha 
appurtenances  of  cities.  It  Is  s shock- 
ing thing  to  visit  s once  wild  area  Into 
which  a highway  has  gone  a few  years 
ago  and  sse  lawns,  bungalows,  lawn 
mowers,  sprinklers  You  art  to  a 
suburb  of  a city. 

The  facl_  remains,  however,  that 
there  must  be  In  this  country  several 
* hundred  thousand,  maybe  more, 
people  who  love  the  wilderness,  un- 
exploltod.  And  H seems  time  there 
should  be.  to  all  governments,  s repre- 
sentation of  this  wide  and  ImporUnt 
section  of  public  sentiment  who,  be- 
fore it  is  too  late— maybe  It  is  loo  late 
now*— will  negotiate  the  setting  aslda 
of  goodly  areas  of  Canada  Ukto  which 
no  highway,  no  road,  no  airplane,  no 
engine  power  however  amaU.  no  resi- 
dence. no  hotel,  no  service  of  anylUnd 
would  be  permitted  to  intrude.  We 
owe  this  not  merely  to  the  future,  but 
to  the  past.
